THE COMMON AIM 


Mr. Eden then proposed a resolution, 
which stated :— | 

“ (1)—That it is their common aim 
to secure that supplies of food, raw 
materials and articles of prime necessity 
should be made available for the post- 
war needs of the countries 4iberated 
from Nazi oppression, 

“ (2)—That while each of the Allied 
(;overnments and authorities will be 
primarily responsible for making pro- 
visions for the economic needs of its 
peoples, their respective plans 

should be co-ordinated in a spirit of 
inter-allied collaboration for the suc- 
cessful achievement of the common aim. 

(3) That they welcome the pre- 
paratory measures which have already 
heen undertaken for this purpose, and 
expressed their readiness to collaborate 
to the fullest extent of their power in 
pursuing the action uired. 

(4) That, Sisiedlaaty, each of the 
Allied Governments and authorities 
should prepare estimates of the kmds 
and amounts of foodstuffs, raw 
materials and articles of prime neces- 
sity required, and indicate the order 
of priority in which it would desire 
supplies to be delivered. 

(5) That the reprovisioning of 
Furope will require the most efficient 
employment after the war by the ship- 
ping resources controlled by each 
(Government, and of Allied resources as 
a whole, as well as of those belonging 
to other European countries, and that 
plans to this end should be worked out 
as soon as possible. between the Allied 
(;overnments and authorities in consulta- 

jon, as and when appropriate, wrth 
other Governments concerned. 

“ (6) That, as a first step, a bureau 
should be established by His Majesty's 
Government in the United Kingdom, 
with which the Allied Governments and 
authorities would collaborate in fram- 
ing estimates of their requtrements, 
and which, after collating and co- , 
ordinating these estimates, would pre- 
rent proposals to a Committee of 
Allied representatives, under the chair. 
manship of Sir Frederick Leith-Ross.”’ 


RUSSIA’S VIEW 

M. Maisky said that the Soviet Go- 
vernment were prepared to accept the 
first five paragraphs of the resolution. 
Concerning paragraph 6, they had no 
objection to the principles dealt with 
in it, but considered it important that 
the central oureau envisagad. - there~ 
should have an inter-Allied character, 
and that this should be dealt with on 
the basis of equal representation of aJl 
the Gorernments concerned. 

Mr. ‘Eden, replying, said :—‘‘ The 
Soviet Government can, I think,” he 
said, ““be met. Article 6 sets up the 
bureau, which would present certain 
proposals to thes Committee of Allied 
representatives, I should like to assure 
M. Maisky that there is nothing at all 
sacrosant about this bureau, only we 
thought the tnne had come to get to 
work, particularly in view of the most 
helpful statement I was able to read 
from the United States Government.

Leningrad, says Red Star, the Red 
Army, after repulsing German attacks, 
launched a series of counter-attacks, 
inflicting heavy losses.

ON THE DVINA 


LONDON, Wednesday.—Despatches 
from the front said that large 
forces, including artillery and tanks, 
had succeeded in foremg the upper 
stream of the Dvina and crossing to 
its eastern bank, but were halted by 
Red Army troops. Unable to advance, 
the Germans dug trenches, built earth 
and timber forts, and put up four rows 
of barbed wire entanglements; they 
also used tanks sunk in the ground as 
forts, and mined the main approaches 
to their defensive line. Soviet bombers 
smashed the fortifications, the mine- 
throwers were silenced, and the 
machine-guns suppressed; and then 
the Soviet artillery transferred its fire 
to the second line of the enemy's de- 
fences, while the infantry went into 
attack. Two strongly-fortified villages 
were captured, and the Germans began 
to retreat to the western bank of the 


river, having suffered tremendous 
losses.— (Reuter. ) 

THE IRON RING

Considerable sums of money are 
being made by boys in the snaring of 
rabbits, while farm workers, who will be 
unemployed after harvesting operations 
have ended, will be able to adopt this 
method of earning a living. City 
people, who have guns and rifles and 
who formerly were allowed fairly free 
access to lands where rabbits were 
plentiful now find themselves shut out, 
and in many cases landowners have let 
the rabbit rights of their lands to local 
trappers for a substantial rent, At 
the present time rabbits born earlier 
in the year are reaching their prime, 
and the public demand for them is 
greater on that account. The export 
trade, therefore, is just about to get 
into its stride, as rabbits are not a 
rationed food in England. 

The possibility of farming rabbits in 
this country has been investigated by 
a number of landowners, but it is not 
thought a good proposition. Feeding 
is scarce and dear, and the production 
would hardly be sufficient to compete 
with that of rabbits in the wild state. 
It is sometimes said that the wholesale 
slaughter of rabbits in a year such as 
this will lead to a shortage of rabbite 
in the following year, but this is not 
the case. When rabbits are thinned 
out they breed better and are healthier 
than if allowed to breed unchecked. 
Where rabbits are allowed unlimited 
breeding they overcrowd their ground, 
and disease always comes Along to thin 
they ranks. Thys, it need not be 
feared that the present large-scale 
trapping and killing of the stocks will 
lead to any diminution of numbers, as 
rabbits multiply very rapidly, breeding 
three or four times a year.

No food parcels may be sent out of 
the country after to-day.

These, admittedly, are 
counsels of perfection ; for not every house 
hold can afford a stirrup-pump, and many 
thousands of Dublin citizens are either 
too old or too young to cope efficiently 
with the menace of fire. There are, how- 
ever, other ways and means. Adjoining 
households can club together to provide 
the necessary equipment; and one or 
more members of such a group can learn 
the technique of fire-fighting. Colonel 
O’Sullivan, Military Director of Civil 
Defence, spoke seriously to a meeting of 
A.R.P.. workers at Ballsbridge. Fire- 
fighters, he told them, were required in 
‘“‘every street, road, avenue, business 
premises and household.” They were the 
only effective answer to the incendiary 
bomb, and, unless the citizens co-operated 
actively, and came forward for training, 
neither the Government nor the local 
authorities could hope to cope successfully 
with the peril of fire. The experience of 
cross-Channel cities has shown as much. 
If the bombs—which, it is necessary to 
remember, descend in hundreds of 
thousands during an average raid—are 
handled with expedition, they do little 
damage. If not, they do endless damage ; 
for not only does the fire spread to adjoin- 
ing premises, but it serves as a target for 
succeeding waves of raiders, The lesson

Soviet forces have ceased to exist as a 
unified command. Russian reports tell a 
somewhat different story. According to 
them, the Russian armies are hitting back 
at the Germans along a front which 
stretches from the Arctic tundras of 
Murmansk to the peach gardens of the 
Southern Ukraine. Leningrad not only 
remains intact, but Marshal Voroshilov is 
continuing his counter-attacks in this 
region with marked success, He is being 
assisted in the dafence of Leningrad by 
squadrons of the British Royal Air Force. 
In the centre, Marshal Timoshenko 
remains on the offensive. He has been 
driving the Germans across the West 
Dvina in the Smolensk area, and seems 
to have had a substantial measure of local 
success. In the South, if one can believe 
the Russian communiqués, Marshal 
Budenny is counter-attacking at four 
points between Gluhkov, to the north-east 
of Kiev, and Kherson, some nineteen 
miles from the mouth of the Dnieper. The 
distance between these two places is about 
three hundred miles. In the extreme 
South, the Russians deny the German 
claims that they have reached the Sea of 
Azov and that they have isolated the 
Crimea from the rest of Russia. On the 
contrary, they declare that the already 
battered Rumanian Army is being sub. 
jected to further defeats, and that the 
position of Marshal Budenny’s command 
is substantially more favourable than it 
was some weeks ago. 

Reports from neutral sources suggest 
that the Germans, realising that a decision 
cannot be forced before the winter, have 
begun to dig themselves in, particularly on 
the Smolensk front. A winter campaign 
seems to be inevitable, and the Germans 
already report the arrival of rain and cold 
in the Leningrad region. Of course, as we 
have pointed out on more than one 
occasion recently, it would be a great 
mistake to draw too close an analogy 
between actual conditions and those which 
prevailed one hundred and thirty years 
ago, when Napoleon’s army was defeated 
by the Russian climate. As the Soviet 
Ambassador in London said some days 
ago, General Winter has been reduced to 
the rank of colonel, if not, indeed, to that 
of major, or even captain. When the 
German General Staff decided to invade 
Russia it cannot have been entirely 
ignorant of the magnitude of its task. No 
doubt, Herr Hitler’s generals hoped for, 
and probably believed, in a quick victory ; 
but they know far too much about their 
job to have ignored the possibilities of a 
winter campaign. It is more than likely 
that all feasible arrangements already 
have been made by the Germans to cater 
for the creature comforts of their huge 
armies in Russia during the coming 
winter, Nothing will have been left to 
chance; and, although winter conditions 
will not help the Germans, there is no 
reason at the moment to suppose that 
they will do more than retard the 
tempo of their progress. It is utterly 
impossible to form a just estimate of the 
German losses. Aocording to Monsieur 
Maisky, they amount to some three 
million men in dead, wounded and 
prisoners. He declares that Herr Hitler 
already has lost one-third of his total 
effectives, whereas, according to the 
German High Command, the invading 
armies have sustained almost negligible

WH the House of Commons next 
meets Mr. Churchill will be asked 


to give a statement of the most com 
hensive character relative to the aid given 
by Britain to Russia.

Churchill thought it best. Mr. Churchill 
decided, however, to give in public session 
all the information deemed desirable. 
It is now suggested that the present 
situation anal Gant be met by secrecy, as 
it is apparent that, in the circumstances, 
the information required cannot be issued 
to the world. 


Premier’s New Post 


It is probable that the Lord Warden- 
ship of the Cinque Ports, given by the 
King to Mr. Churchill, will gratify the 
recipient more than any other honour 
could have done. He had great pre- 
decessors in the post, including William 
Pitt (the younger) and the Duke of 
Wellington, and many other famous men. 
The appointment carries no salary, and 
Mr. Churchill will have to pay rates and 
taxes on the house, known as Walmer 
Castle, situated in a district surrounded 
by the ports of Hastings, Sandwich, 
Dover, Romney and Hythe, all of which 
used to furnish vessels for. the Royal 
Navy. The castle is an old-fashioned, 
but most comfortable, residence, with 
little of the military appearance 
associated with its name, and ic some 
glorious views over the sea. 


Relieving the Railways 


The British Government is making a 
survey of all forms of goods traffic with a 
view to finding out how much can be 
transferred from the railways to the 
canals. A start has been made with coal, 
and already 15 per cent. more is being 
water-borne, and it is hoped that bricks, 
cement, timber, and other heavy goods 
may be conveyed in a similar manner. A 
great extension of this method would 
relieve the railways very considerably, and 
to aid the canals the Government will 
give a subsidy to pay the tolls charged by 
canal owners to the carrying companies. 
It is also helping to consolidate the canal 
undertakings, so that they may operate 
as one unit under the supervision of 
regional committees. Much will have to 
be done, however, on the banks of the 


canals. since wharfage. warehouses and

Death of a Pioneer 


A correspondent writes :— 
Mr. Michael Healy, of An Tur Gloine 


Studios. in Upper Pembroke street, whose 
death has just been announced, was the 
pioneer Irish genius of the modern revival 
of stained glass art. 


Historically speaking, he mighf, per- 


haps, be ranked with Mr. Jack B. Yeats: 
for, beginning nearly forty years ago, he 
broke up the traditional academic moulds 
and introduced into stained glass art, as 
Mr. Yeats introduced into painting, forms, 
colours and compositions which, deriving 
from the closest and most discriminating 
observation of nature, were given the 
maximum of expressive er through

Sums and Collops 


The other day (writes a Northern corre- 
spondent) while passing along a mountain 
road in Co. Derry, I stopped to read an 
auction poster announcing the forthcom- 
ing sale of a farm. After the usual 
details of the acreage of the hold, there 
was this phrase: “ and four sums of 
grazing jointly on Cloane mountain.” 

The word “sums” used. in this sense 
has nothing to do with arithmetic, but 
has a peculiar application to the right to 
graze on undivided mountain land in 
which many farmers in the neighbourhood 
may share. A “sum” does not 
any definite area, but is the unit which 
is supposed to support a definite number 
of animals. 

I understand that the same frpe of 
allocation of mountain pasture is used in 
Kerry. but that there the unit is known 
as 2 “‘collop.” The grazing for a cow 
represents two collops, that of a horse 
a collop and a half, that for four sheep 
one collop, and that for two geese ons 
collop—because geese foul the land. ' 

I was told that virtually the same 
number of animals is allocated to a Derry 
“‘sum” as to a Kerry “ collop.”

IGH transport charges and lack 
of sufficient rolling stock on the 
railways may leave thousands of 

Dublin homes fireless in the coming 
winter. Unless the turf transport 
situation is intelligently and drasticall 
taken in hand, many may die of cold. 

This year, autumn and winter arrive 
together. As I write, in a country 
town hotel, leaves are whirling from 
the trees and a chill wind is blowing 
through the room. I have come to 
this town to find an answer to the 
question : “' What, if anything: is hold- 
ing up the bringing to Dublin of the 
vast quantities of turf, both cut and 
uncut, which we will need this 
winter?” : 

This turf is the national heritage of 
the people in their emergency. 0 
guote Mr. de Valera's recent utterance : 
‘Only one-fifth of the required amount, 
is likely to arrive.” y? Because 
it costs too much to bring to town. 


MAYO AND DONEGAL 


Most of the turf now arriving in 


Dublin comes from Mayo and 
Donegal. The output from Galway 
and other parts of the West is being 


stored in the cutting areas for distri- 
bution there and in large centres of 

opulation like Limerick. It is to 

ayo, chiefly, that we must look for 
our turf. What is the position there? 

Expenditure on the turf drive in 
this country already totals £60,000, 
and will reach £100,000. 30,000 tons 
of turf have been sent to Dublin. 
70,000 tons more will follow. Those 
are the figures, in bulk. 

Under the guidance of Mr. T. P. 
Flanagan, B.E., who, as County 
Surveyor, is turf generalissimo with 
very wide powers, large areas of virgin 
bog have been opened up at Erris and 
Ballycroy Both of these places are 
far from the railheads—the Erris bogs 
forty to fifty miles, Ballycroy about 
thirty miles. 

Let us follow a ton of Erris turf 
from the bog to its final dumping 
ground in Dublin and see what it 
costs and how it is handled. At the 
bog the cost is 12s. a ton. The turf 
is carried from bog to railhead on one 
of the eighty creel-lorries of the 
G.S.R. which are operating in Mayo. 
These lorries carry on an average four 
tons a trip. Their cost to the County 
Council is £3 158. a day, including 
driver and petrol. 

This sum allows for only 75 miles 
of travel a day. On the Erris run, 
therefore, only two 4-ton loads can be 
carried, and the cost per ton is 
9s. 43d. 

So, having spent 12s. and 9s. 44d.— 
£1 1s. 44d. in all—we have our ton of 
turf at the railhead. What will it 
cost to bring it to Dublin? The 
G.S.R. rate is 16s. a ton, bringing the 
total cost on arrival in Dublin to 
£1 17s. 44d. To make this clear, 
here are the vital figures: Cost at 
bog, 12s.; cost on arrival in Dublin, 
37s. 44d.; cost of transport, 25s. 44d. 


GRUMBLING JUSTIFIED 


When we take into account the fact 
that, the turf has to be sold once more

NEW WAGONS 


The G.S.R., it is understood, will be 

tting into service this week in the 

ayo and Donegal areas a large num- 
ber of their newly converted railway 
wagons. These nl, pe have been 
fitted with the creel-sides and will 
carry about four tons of turf each. 

Throughout the country the turf cam- 
paign is going strong. Bogs have been 
acquired from owners who cannot, or 
will not. work them. All that is re- 
quired in these cases is a certificate 
from the County Surveyor. The 
Government have met all financial pro- 
blems by arranging for adequate 
capitalisation through the banks. County 
Councils are also indemnified against 
loss on ‘‘ all schemes carried out In an 
economic manner.” 

In addition to this, taking the long 
view, the Government’s Minor Employ- 
nent Schemes Grants for 1941 and 1942 
are ensuring next season’s turf supply 
by the development of bogs and the 
construction of new bog roads. 

From mid-May to August 15th, 
roughly one hundred South Mayo men, 
living in marquees and county council 
vans, put in wonderful work on the

BEGAN TOO LATE 


An authority on turf matters said to 
me yesterday: ‘‘ What is wrong is that 
we began too late. The Achill folk 
who used to migrate in the summer 
began their turf-cutting in the middle 
of March and had it all finished by the 
middle of June. Turf-cutting on a 
national scale did not begin in this 
ccuntry untrl well on in May. High 

should be started jon in the 
year, as the low-lying ones are flooded 
in spring-time. Perhaps not enough 
attention was paid to this fact, with 
a consequent slowing up of production 
in the early stages.’ 


TURF MUST COME 


The turf must come to town. Go- 
vernment and people are agreed on 
that. There is a possibility that the 
cost of railway transportation will be 
investigated in the near future. But 
that will not be sufficient. The rail- 
ways have not enough rolling stock to 
do the whole job. 

Within easy reach of Dublin lie the 
Kildare bogs, which could be opened 
up on an economic scale if transport 
arrangements could be made. The

EIRE’S SEED 
SUPPLY 


BRIGHT PROSPECTS 
FOR COMING SEASON 


Seeds for the crops of next year in 
Eire will not be short, it is. expected 
by the seed merchants. The Govern- 


ment has already made arrangements | 


to obviate a shortage, and has allo- 
cated to five merchants the task of im- 
porting ‘whatever seed. it is necessary 
to get mainly from overseas. Seed 
for cereal crops can and will be pro- 
duced here in sufficient quantity to 
meet the requirements of the growers, 
even if there is a further increase: in 
the acreage sown. 

Other merchants have been given 
the duty of collecting these seeds from 
the growers and assembling, gradi 
and cleaning them. -tye grass see 
will not be short, as all our require- 
ments have always been obtained from 


growers in the North of Ireland. 
Other grass seeds have always been 
imported, and the Government 
has promised preferential  treat- 
ment for shipments from 
America. Mangolds and _  swedes 


seeds are being produced in Eire 
by certain seed merchants, and it is 
expected that the supply will be 
adequate, Vegetable seeds, which will 
have to be imported, will be given 
preferential treatment in regard to 
shipping, and the supply will depend 
on the transport. 

Seed dressings, such as are used to 
protect cereal crops from disease, will 
be short, as they have always been 
imported from England, which is now 
prohibited. This means. that growers 
wil! have to take their chances on the 
outbreak of disease among their crops. 
Altogether the seeds merchants regard 
the position as very satisfactory, . con- 
sidering present conditions, and they 
expect that there will be no adverse 
effect on next year’s harvest due to 
seed supplies. The Government’s 
efforts to induce farmers to conserve 
seed from some part of their crops 
has met with a good deal of success, 
and this will help greatly to augment 
the efforts of the seed merchants.

CANAL BOAT

you have stood often on the 

banks of the Grand Canal 
where it pas through Dublin 
and watched one oí the motor 
barges go through the locks.

of the company that no passengers are 
carried. [ went as a member ot the 
crew, being bound by Board of Trade 
regulations, but I thoroughly enjoyed 
myself, 

Our day was sixteen hours long on 
the canal. We tied up wherever the 
clock struck 10 p.m., and at 6 a.m. we 
began to get moving. From before 
dawn until after nightfall is longer 
than the proverbial woman’s work, but 
I thrived on it and arrived back in 
Dublin hke a sailor home from the sea. 
To the bargemen, or boatsmen, as they

OUTWARD BOUND

We moved out of the fittle 
square harbour into the beginning of 
the canal proper. ‘‘The Back o’ the 
Pipes” was on the port bow, fifty 
tons of porter were in the hold and 
heaped up to shoulder height above 
the deck level, the skipper- tidied up 
the deck and Curly (as I christened 
him) was at the tiller behind, A 
swan breasted our wash, and got more 
grease added to the dirty high water 
mark around his white breast.

A HARVEST 


This trip was to be a harvest pil- 
grimage, with everywhere the signs of 
the gathering of man’s necessities, food 
and fuel. Turf boats passed us, carry- 
ing between 35 and 40 tons of fuel each. 
Later would come the grain boats. Our 
cargo would bring cheer to make a 
softening woof in the tough warp of the 
harvesters’ lives, and back with us 
would come that which would give 
brightness to cold city hearths and 
lighten the threat of a war-time winter. 
It was a grey autumn day that we 
set out, and darkness came almost im- 
perceptibly. The canal became. a 
ribbon of old silver in front; the giant 
elms, planted by the company for 
timber for their wooden boats of earlier 
days, became dimmer in outline, and 
by tying-up time we had reached the 
13th lock.

A mug of tea in the 
cabin, then the ropes were cast off from 
the shore bollards to set us free for 
our second day out of Dublin.

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CASUALTY SERVICE SCHEME 
FOR. CORK 


Mrs. T. Barry, Honorary Secretary 
of the Cork City 
Irish Red Cross Society, announced at 
the recent monthly meeting tha} a 
casualty service scheme to cover their 
area had been submitted to the A.R.P. 
authorities and awarded their full 
approval. 

The area allotted to the Society by 
the A.R.P. authorities, and covered by 
this scheme, includes four hospitals— 
the Mercy, Bon Secours, North 
Infirmary and Shanakiel—and two 
casualty stations, one at the Blarney 
Street Boys’ Schools and the other at 
the Presentation Schools, Mardyke. It 
is also intended to have reserve centres 
at the Christian Schools, North 
Monastery and Greenmount Schools. 

The personnel of each casualty 
station will include twe ‘doctors, two 
nurses, four indexing clerks, a company 
officer and two section commanders, 
nine first aiders, two cyclists and four 
stretcher-bearers. The A.R.P. authori- 
ties will equip the casualty stations and 
proyide stretchers amd lists of doctor: 
and nurses who have volunteered fo. 
service. The Irish Red Cross wid 
provide accommodation and food for 
the “personnel at the relay centres.
